“This question arises,”

said: 
“Isn't It s crime against 
humanity 
even to think of completely putting 
down a structure which has become 
historical and which certainly, here 
and there, needs improvement, but is 
only capable of improvement in order 
to found a paradise in the future on 
its ruins. 
The defect is this: that 
la accordance with the 
destructive 
methods of our enemies it can only 
be created with a 
much 
too great 
sacrifice. 
Count the past hecatomb 
of this war, think of those to come 
and ask whether 
an 
understanding 
cannot be reached 
without 
a thor­ 
ough application of that principle. It 
is unthinkable that 
even the most 
confident hopes of final victory could 
pefmtt tfie enemy In the long run to 
avoid considering whether the most 
terrific exertions and sacrifices ran 
longer be justified In order to carry 
through principles which are not the 
enemy's monopoly, or to regulate the 
affairs of other 
peoples 
who 
ra n 
manage them quite well themselves." 


COUNT CZERNIN WANTS 
PEACE BY UNDERSTANDING 
Amsterdam ,

An Am erican Re«t Camp in England, Sept. 
1J.-—A British troop ship with 2,003 American 
soldiers, 70 of them officers, on board, was sunk 
by a German subm arine off the English coast 
Saturday afternoon. All of the Americans were 
saved. 
• 
The murderous craft cam e to its own doom 
in the attack, for four destroyers pounced upon 
it and dropped depth charges which ai*e believed 
to have blown it to pieces. Oil and debris were 
afterwards seen smeared on the surface of the 
water. 
^ . T wenty stokers are reported to have been 
killed by the explosion of the torpedoes. 
Two torpedoes were fired, but the first one 
missed. 
The Am erican soldiers showed the greatest 
coolness throughout. As the warning was sound* 
ed they responded nobly to the drill and filed to 
the boats in excellent order. One soldier jumped 
into the water, shouting to his companions: “God 
forgive the Huns, for I can’t.” 
A s the U-boat signal was given, British de­ 
stroyers were rushed up at top speed, encircling 
the submarine. 
The Am erican troops who were landed near 
here were brought to this camp. Most of them 
lacked clothing, but these were supplied bv the 
British. One survivor from the submarine w at 
reported to have been a prisoner aboard the 
craft.

W. P. Moore was recently appoint­ 
ed county engineer

Limestone 
county, and at once 
proceeded- to 
“take stock” of the county'? thorough­ 
fares. 
His “inventory* is published 
in this week's Alabama Courier, and 
is an intelligent indictment df the 
short-sighted 
road 
policy 
of 
too 
many counties. 
Mr.- Moore makes 
it plain that while Limestone county 
has spent money and shown progress 
by constructing splendid 
highways, 
it has allowed these 
same 
costly 
roads to go to ruin for lack of proper 
maintenance. 
In Morgan county the 
same condition has ruled ho some ex­ 
tent, and because of this, rather than 
through a desire 
to 
criticise 
our 
neighboring county, the Daily gives 
an extract from Mr. Moore’s report. 
The extract is as follows: 
I find th at approxim ately ten 
years ago you issued bonds to 
build your main line roads, hu t 
that you failed to make any pro­ 
vision for their maintenance, or 
if you did, you failed to carry it 
out. These roads today are prac­ 
tically worn out, and I will ven­ 
ture to assert that you haven’t 
paid back one half the cost of 
construction.

I find your bridge floors al­ 
m ost without exception in a daln- 
gerous 
condition, 
and 
to 
put 
them in condition will necessitate 
an enormous amount of lumber. 
There is no way 
to estim ate 
the amount of loss you are sus­ 
taining every m onth from rust 
on youT steel bridges, numbers 
of them show no sign of having 
been painted since

erec­ 
tion. 
I can show you numbers 
of places where 
the ru st has 
eaten holes entirely through the 
steel members. 
All of this can 
be stopped w'here it is by proper 
painting, but it takes money bo 
do it. 
I find that when a num ber of 
your bridges were built, the con- 
I crete foundations were not put

down to a proper foundation and 


1 will have to be replaced. 
I have 
f ju st finished replacing 
one on 
the Huntsville roads across Swan 
Creek. 
I find th a t you have several 
expensive concrete bridges that 
have been built several years, 
and there has never been a wa­ 
gon across them for w ant of the 
proper earth apprcfflbhes on each 
tide.

I find that you have expensive 
steel bridges or the- 
steel 
for 
bridges th at has been hauled to 
the bridge site and thrown off 
on the ground for two or three 
years and is being eaten up by 
ru st and is doing no 
one 
any 
good. 
I find almost a criminal 
w aste of the free labor of the* 
county for the w ant 
of proper 
equipment. 
I find the near ends of your 
m ain line roads, th a t 
is, 
the 
ends nearest town, to be entire­ 
ly worn out, there 
isn’t 
metal 
enough on them to stand up un­ 
der the concentrated travel, and 
when w inter comes with its rains 
and freezes, you had ju st as well 
have a brick wall built 
around 
the city, for travel in and out 
will be practically impossible.
